As a result of the verdlet have 
come bitter comments. Senator Dyo, 
chairman of tho Senate Committee 
on Public. Lands, which was respon 
sihlc for the disclosure of the ol 
lease scandal, said when he heard 
the verdict, "This la emphatic evi- 
dence that you- can't convict a mil- 
lion .dollars In U. 3. under the 
order that prevails now. It is dis- 
gusting, discouraging.
